Number of New Polio Cases in U. S. Shows Rise 


Claim 5,000 
Are Reported 
in One Month

The number of new cases of in- 


fantile paralysis took a sharp up- 
ward turn last week, boosting the 
nation's total of victims for the 
month to more than 8,000. 


It brought the total for the year 


to 15,500, compared with only 8,- 
430 cases reported by the national 
office of vital statistics though 
Aug. 13 of 1948, a near record 
year. Last year's 27,680 total was 
exceeded only by the 30,000 I", the 
1916 record year. 


In an Associated Press survey, 


North Dakota reported the disease 
at an epidemic stage there last 
week and said the state urgently 
needed more nurses.

Is England on Road to Communism? 


In one of his recent speeches. Winston Churchill had this 


to say about the acts of the Labor government in Britain, 
and the men who head it: "They have squandered the re- 
serves and resources which have been gathered in the past 
and have darkened and narrowed the future of every man, 
woman and child in this famous island. 


"It is all the more amazing that they should have 


brought us down like this and given us such hard times dur- 
ing four years when they have not only been eating up our 
savings, but have enjoyed the enormous advantage of out- 
side help on a scale never known in the history of any coun- 
try in time of peace." 
Britain's great wartime premier then observed that the 


United States and Canada have loaned and given England 
some ST.000,000,000 and added: "Our socialist spendthrifts 
and muddlers have dissipated every overseas asset they could 
lay their hands on. and, in addition, have exacted and ex- 
tracted from our people a higher rate of taxation than was 
required at the very height of the war." 


It is true that Mr. Churchill spoke at a political meeting, 


in his capacity as the leader of the opposition. It is also true 
that Britain's most acute problems stem from forces and 
events which were beyond the power of any party to prevent 
or control. But these facts do not in any way undermine 
the validity of what he said. The fanatic drive toward so- 
cialism and regimentation at any cost, coupled with govern- 
ment seizure of such basic enterprises as the coal mines, the 
electric industry, banking, and the rest, has sapped the en- 
ergy and the will of the British people, no less than their eco- 
nomic resources. It has almost totally destroyed incentive. 
It has turned practically everyone into a ward of the state. 
Only the bureaucrats and politicians can make major de- 
cisions. 
At other times Mr. Churchill has warned that Britain's 


present course could end in actual communism. The fact 
that Mr. Attlee and other British leaders are men of good will 
must not blind us to that truth. When government takes 
over all power, all resources, all the instruments that sustain 
life, the stage is set for the dictator—the man on the white 
horse. 
And the police state, backed by the concentration 


camp .is created. 
What will finally happen to one-great, once-free England 


remains to be seen/ In the meantime, we can profit by her 
tragic example. When we destroy free enterprise and estab- 
lish socialism, we directly endanger all the other freedoms 
too.

The government today asked rep- 
resentatives of opposing sides in 
the 
114-day-old Hawaiian dock 


strike to come to Washington or 
New York for mediation talks. 


Cyrus C. Ching, director of the 


U. S- Conciliation Service, cabled 
the striking union and Hawaiian 
stevedoring negotiating committee 
in Honolulu Uiat he would "be 
happy" to meet with them in eith- 
er city. 


He asked participants in the ne- 


gotiations to make a new try at 
settling the dispute on their own 
in Hawaii. 


He said If they are again un- 


successful at reaching an agree- 
ment they could come to the States 
and meet wit,h him and other gov- 
ernment mediators any time they 
choose. 


The strike has seriously crippled 


the economy of Hawaii. It has 
brought export of vast quantities 
of sugar, pineapples and other is- 
land products to a standstill. Also 
import of vital food stocks had 
been stalled. 


The strike involves the CIO In- 


ternational 
Longshoremen's 
and 


Warehousemen's union and seven 
stevedoring firms. 
The walkout 


began May 1. 


The strikers are demanding a 


32-cent raise in their $1.40-an- 
hour wage. The stevedoring com- 
panies have expressed willingness 
to go as high as a 14-cent hourly 
increase.

Hurricane Roars 


Toward Florida 


Miami, Fla., Aug. 22—(AP)—A 


small Atlantic hurricane—the first 
of the season—roared toward the 
Florida coast today. 


The weather bureau here said 


the hurricane, probably increasing 
in size and intensity, was centered 
at 4 a. m. about 440 miles east of 
Nassau. 


It was moving west northwest 


about 20 miles per hour and re- 
ports indicated an increase in the 
rate of forward speed. 


Hurricane winds estimated at 


90 miles an hour whirled aroghd 
the center of the doughnut-shaped 
disturgance. 
They extended out- 


ward 30 to 40 miles from 
the 


center and gales extended 75 to 
100 miles in the northern semi- 
circle. 


"It is expanding a bit and ought 


i to slow down," said the chief storm 


forecaster 
Grady Norton, 
who 


warned it may increase in size 
and intensity. 


If the hurricane continues its 


present course, Norton said, it will 
pass north of the Bahamas and 
Miami.

"There is no immediate danger 


to the Miami area or to Florida," 
Norton said.
